APPEAL BY NATIONAL BANK, 


An appeal was heard from a decision of 
Assistant Cireult Judge hy m the ease of 
the National Bank, Ltd., v. Charles Hamilton, 
farmer and cattle dealer, incall of Killeen, 
)romahair, and now of Parnell! street, Dublin. 
lhe bank brought an action, which was re- 
mitted for trial to the Circuit Court, claiming 
£91 6s. 5d. on foot of a guarantee which the 
gave in 1918 guaranteeing the 
current account of Robert A. Wilson, a cattle 
dealer. The defendant’s defence was that in 
1921 he revoked the guarantee by handing in 
a written Memorandum to the manager of the 
Manorhamilton branch of the bank. ‘The 
case for the bank was that no such 
memorandum was ever handed in by 
the defendant. Judge Pigot, in dis- 
missing the action. with cosis, said that he 
did not know whether the defendant was 
right or wrong when he stated that he made 
a written application to withdraw his 
guarantee.

He believed that some time in 
the month of June, 1921, an oral communica- 
tion was made to the manager that the de- 
fendant desired to close the guarantee. 

The bank appealed to the Special Commis- 
sioners on the ground that there had been 
no revocation of the guarantee; that there 
was no evidence of revocation as found by 
the judge, and that, even if there was

The Chairman, in opening the Broopedings, 
said that that meeting was one that might, 
indeed, be marked with a white stone in the 
history of the College Classical Society.. In 
the first place, they had secured the attend- 
ance of Mr. Nock, of Cambridge; a classical 
scholar whose learning was eels prodigious. 
In the second place, it was unique to have 
the Provost present at one of their meetings. 
Their Provost's world-wide fame as a Celtic 
scholar had, perhaps, obscured the fact that 
his first love was the classics, and -that he 
might have become one of the very greatest 
of classical scholars had he remained true to 
the tnamorata of his youth. . (Applause.) 
THE PAPER. — 

Mr. Nock.said that he found himself com- 
mitted to speak on a. subject on which 
he could say but little that was new, 
but yet a subject of considerable im- 
portance. It had to be remembe that 
Augustus re-organised the world on very 
different lines from those which Julius Cesar, 
had he lived longer, would have followed. 
Julius Cesar, like Alexander, would - have 
sought to unify the Roman world in a great 
monarchy of the Hellenistic type, in which 
Rome and Italy would have. ceased to pre- 
dominate. Augustus, who was less of a 
visionary and more of a realist, built other- 
wise. e saw that if he followed in the 
footsteps of Julius he would not have the full 
and loyal support of the Romans, whom he 
must use as a governing class. It is to his 
realisation of this that we owe the fact that 
the term an Empire is no misnomer. 

His achievement in restoring peace to the 
world called forth enthusiastic homage to his 

erson. illustrated by decrees preserved in 
inscriptions. He appeared to society as a 
saviour. Society had been looking for one. 
Tne Fourth Eclogue, for all its studied 
vaugeness, illustrates this clearly. Neither 
to Horace nor to Virgil did the work oí 
Augustus appear to be explicable in rational- 
istic terms. ‘This restoration of peace made 
for a renewal of optimistic belief in the world 
erder, coming, as it did, at a time when the 
tide of educated opinion was setting from 
scepticism to belief. This renewal was skil- 
fully fostered by the Emperor, who set him- 
self to remove the existing feelings of sin 
and disillusionment by the secular games. His 

articular devotion to Apollo, the God of 

Yathartic ritual, was, perhaps, to be con- 
rected ‘with this, though its ' origin may 
rather be sought in the fact that the decisive 
battle of Artium was fought near a shfine of 
Apollo. In general his régime caused a re- 
val of official and established: religion. The 
importance of Augustus was illustrated by the 
g’owth of legend about him in the century 
after his death and later in Christian times. 

THE VOTE OF THANKS. 

Mr. E. H. Alton, F.,T.C.D., in proposing a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Nock, said that he 
had known something of their visitor's 
scholarship, its range and its depth ;: bat he: 
had not come there in the expectation of the 
leasure that the new flood of ligbt on a 
amiliar period of history had given him. 
When talking about Augustus Mr. Nock had 
at a magic upon him that was delightful. 

e looked forward to the future pleasure of 
reading his paper in print. 

He was never quite sure that Augustus 
appéaled to him as a man. In that respect 
he had, in some respects, a greater respect 
for Tiberius, but neither he nor anyone else 
could question the greatness of Augustus as 
a political craftsman. “TI think,” went on 
Mr. Alton, “ that we ourselves have in the 
past few years gone through an experience 
that will enable us to. realise betier the 
conditions that confronted Augustus. After a 
world war and other happenings we have seen 
in our time the virtual break-down of old 
institutions, the passing of old beliefs and of 
old faiths, and the new re-shaping of nations. 
From what we have experienced ourselves we 
can, ‘perhaps, realise and understand the 
peculiar dismay and despair that filled the 
heart of the ordinary citizen of Rome after 
the Battle of Actium. That state of the 

ublic mind is not strongly represented in 
iteratare, but yet Titus Livius, at the outse? 
of his history, expresses the opinion that after 
more than seven centuries Rome had reached 
the stage in which. they could no» longer 
support their own vices.” .. 


; THE ROMANS. 

The Romans, Mr. Alton continued, were 
always defeatists, pessimists, always ready 
to. ir and to desert the city for Alexan- 
dria, 


or Sardinia, for anywhere. Their first 
‘for every difficulty was wholesale 
emigration. When Augustus came into power 
there was a feeling among the mass of the 
Romans that the city was done—that the 
fortunes of Rome were finished. As to-day in 
Ireland and in England, agriculture was in a 
state of 10n. e of the great 
economic successes of Augustus was that he, 
restored a certain degree of confidence in the 
future of Italian agriculture. 

He found the political machine broken 
down, and the system of religion, which was, 
to some extent, a symbol of the function- 
ing. of that machine, seemed to 
be suffering from a general disorganisa- 
tion.

The universality 
of Cesar worship accustomed men to the idea 
of universal religion—an idea revolutionary 
in the history of religior, which was hitherto 
tribal and national. Perhaps, the best thing 
that: Emperor worship did was to sprea 

labroad a universal religion. (Applause. ) 

AUGUSTUS AND THE ROMAN 

EMPIRE. 

The Chairman said that he saw his name 
down to give an address, but what he had to 
say would be very short, because everythin 
necessary had’ been said by Mr. Alton an 
Mr. Johnston. The few remarks which he 
would make would be ‘for the most part in 
agreement with Mr. Nock’s paper. 

The Chairman then dealt with certain points 
in the paper, and said that Augustus made a 
big contribution to “the progress and to the 
establishment, he might say, of the Roman 
Empire. He established security and stability, 
which remained throughout succeeding ages.

LORD ‘AND LADY 
ABERDEEN. 


PRESENTATION TO MARK 
GOLDEN. WEDDING, 


HOPEFUL OPINIONS OF 
IRELAND. 


- 


Lord and Lady Aberdeen will celebrate 
their golden wedding on Monday next, and 
in the house, 27 Grosvenor square, London, 
they will receive a presentation from their 
many friends. The Earl of Balfour, who 
fifty years ago was Lord Aberdeen’s best 
man in St. George s Church, Hanover square, 
will make the presentation. 

In an interview with a Press Association 
representative, Lord Aberdeen tells how he 
first met Lady Aberdeen, and sheds some 
light upon a partnership so happy that the 
test of half a century has but served to 
strengthen it. 

“In the year 1869,” said Lord Aberdeen, 
“I had formed a plan for taking a riding 
tour through the Highlands to Dunvegan 
Castle, and, after consulting the map, | 
decided on the route, which took me through 


Guisachan, where Lady Aberdeen lived with 


her people. The night before I got there I 
discovered that there was no inn in the 
neighbourhood, and I asked the innkeeper 
where I was then staying for the first night 
whether he thought Sir Dudley Marjoribanks, 
my future wife’s father, would give me 
Stabling for my horse. ‘Surely,’ he told me, 
‘he has the money and he has the warm 
heart.’ 

“I had not previously known Sir Dudley, 
but he not only gave me stabling for my 
horse, but invited me to stay for a day or 
two at Guisachan. My future bride was laid 
up with a cold, and so was invisible to me. 
But, having heard that a young stranger 
had arrived,. curiosity prompted her to peep 
over the bannisters when the small party 
were going downstairs to dinner. However, 
all she saw was the back of a black-haired 
head. So, when I left on my way to Skye, 
two days later, we had not seen one another. 
Nevertheless, a warm friendship had been 
formed with my future wife’s mother, a 
notably beautiful. and talented woman, and 
thus this visit, which had come about in 
apparently so accidental a manner, was the 
turning point of my life, and was the com- 
mencement of the path which led to untold 
benefit and happiness.”’ 


IRELAND IN THE EIGHTIES. 

When the conversation turned on Ireland, 
Lord Aberdeen gave an interesting account 
of his first experience as Viceroy. |‘ In 
February, 1886,’’ he said, “I was appointed 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. Mr. Gladstone 
hac then promulgated the intended policy 
of Home Rule, but when Lady Aberdeen and 
1 arrived in Dublin we were not received, 
as has sometimes been stated, with any 
exuberance, etc., but with a certain reserve, 
tnough coupled with complete respect. The 
truth was, the people were not disposed to 
give themselves away until they knew more 
definitely what the nature of the new policy 
was to be. However, a little episode 
occurred which had decidedly an enlivening 
effect during the State procession, ur 
young children were to have been conveyed 
in a separate óige carriage to the Castle, 
but some mishap hall occurred which pre- 
vented this. So Lady Aberdeen suggested 
that the two A.D.C.’s who were to have 
accompanied us in the State carriage should 
proceed on horseback, and that our children 
should come into our own carriage. ‘I'he 
little ones evidently thought that the brave 
snow of military display, etc., was for their 
delectation. ‘hey shouted with joy and 
kissed their hands to the people that lined 
the streets. This seemed to appeal to the 
warm-hearted populace, and there was quite 
a response, 

“Our stay in Ireland lasted only six months, 
owing to the defeat of the first Home Rule 
Bill. The contrast o four entry and vur de- 
parture was simply amazing. Vast prepara- 
tins: were made for a great demonstration of 
regret, gratituce and hope, A Citizens’ Com- 
mittee was arranged, and they formed a 
bodyguard during our progress from the 
Castle to the railwayestation. But the crowd 
was so enormous that, in any case, progress 
at a foot’s pace would have been necessary. 
At Gollege Green a full military band was 
stationed, and when we reached that pout 
the National Anthem was, of course, played. 
\.e passed within a few yards of the band, 
and could see what they were doing, but 
the sound of the music was scarcely audible 
owing to the enthusiastic acclamations on 
every side. Of course all this is @lludad to 
simply by way of showing how deepiy the 
attempt at securing self-government for 
Ireland was felt and cherished. But, alas, 
the golden moment had not been seized. 


THE RECENT VISIT. 

, “And now for our most recent Irish expe- 
rience. We were in Dublin last Monday in 
order to receive an extraordinarily kind and 
widely-represented token of congratulation 
and goodwill on the occasion of our golden 
wedding. The movement was on behalf of 
the Women’s Nationa] Health. Association, 
which was founded by Lady Aberdeen in 
1907, and which" since that time has been the 
means of accomplishing a vast amount of 
useful work. Associated therewith has been 
the Irish Industries’ Association, the purpose 
of which was to promote the success of the 
Irish women and girls, especially in the West 
of Ireland, in the disposal of lace and other 
kinds of art needlework in which they have 
so much skill, and the result of that organisa- 
tion has been extraordinarily extensive. Then 
there are the Civie Institute, the Children’s 
Playgrounds in the crowded parts of Dublin, 
and the Babies’ Clubs, and so forth. These 
have all been maintained in active vitality 
ever since the end of our official residence in 
Ireland, and it is in connection with that 
maintenance that Lady Aberdeen has had 
occasion to visit the Emerald Isle at frequent 
intervals, 

HOPE FOR THE FUTURE. 
I am sure,” Lord Aberdeen went on, 

“the available space must be exhausted, but 
I would fain add a word of testimony and of 
opinion porns Ce future of Ireland, and 
it is that of definite and confident hopefui- 
ness. The recent entry of the party opposed 
to the Government into the Dail is already 
showing fruit of a very satisfactory descrip- 
tion, and sometimes ‘a straw shows,’ etc, A 
few days ago, in connection with the ap- 
proaching Carlow election, .the two chief 
peeing parties had arranged a debate, but 
the question arose which side was to com- 
mence, Instead of any v t discussion, 
which might have developed into something 
undesirably emphatic, the common-sense pro- 
cedure of ‘tossing up’ was adopted, And, 
after all, the people of this country having 
decided that, on whole, and at long last 
there should be a completely new polfcy in 
regard to Ireland, as represented by the Con- 
stitution of the Free State, it seems to be 
the obvious part of British triotism to 
manifest all goodwill: and hopefulness for the 
success of that act of enlightenment and con- 


fidence.”*

BULB-GROWING IN TOWNS. 
kee ee 
DUBLIN’S EXAMPLE. 


‘‘Bulb Growing in Towns” was the sub- 
ject of a lecture mé last, night in the 
Technical Institute, Bolton street, Dublin, by 
Mr, J. W. Besant, Keeper of the Botanic 
Gardens. Most of the hardy bulbs, the 
speaker said, are wonderfully adaptable, and 
will grow under what may seem unkind con- 
ditions. One need only look at the results 
in the city parks and squares to realise that 
bulbs can be successfully grown in Dublin. 
Nearly all hardy bulbs can be grown under 
ig conditions—crocuses, tulips, and daffo- 
dils. 

There is a difficulty in town in getting 
good potting mould, and bulb fibre can be 
used successfully instead. It cannot be 
used in the ordinary pot, which is too porous; 
special bulb bowls must be used. 


THE AMATEUR DETECTIVE. 


The story of how a boy who was so 
obsessed with reading ‘‘ Sexton Blake’’ de- 
tective thrillers that he proceeded one Sun- 
day last month to search some licensed honses 
in Laytown, County Meath, for non bona fide 
travellers, was told at Julianstown District 
Court, before Mr. Goff. James Corbally (18), 
of Collon, Co. Louth, was charged with un- 
lawfully assuming the name, designatian and 
description of a detective officer of the Civic 
Guard. 

John Keneghan, licensed trader, Laytown, 
swore that the accused youth called at his 
premises on Sunday, October 25. He said 
that he was a detective. 

The sergeant said that when he arrested the 
accused boy he was sitting at home reading 
a “Sexton Blake” detective story. He made 
a statement to witness admitting the offence.

REPLY TO RECENT CRITICISMS 

Mr. T. J. Geary, Chairman, and Mr. J. 
Bayley Butler, Vice-Chairman, of the Howth 
Urban Council, reply to-day to a number of 
charges which have been made against the 
Council. While they welcome criticism, they 
say that they object to be held responsible 
for matters over which they have no control. 
Among the complaints are :— 

(1.) *‘ Baths are not run as they should 
a 

As the speaker, Mr. 1. W. Walshe, was 
well aware, they reply the baths are not 
under the control of the Council, being a 
private enterprise. We agree with the com- 
plaint, and some time ago endeavoured to 
purchase the baths and their site with a view 
to establishing a modern system of hot and 
cold sea baths. and open sea bathing. © The 
owner, however, demanded a price of over 
£5,000 for his interest, and, having no powers 
to compulsorily acquire the baths, we felt we 
were not justified in committing the rate- 
payers to such a heavy expenditure as would 
he entailed not only by the purchase at this 

rice but by the necessary expenditure for 
building and equipment. 

(2.) “The roads in the district were a dis- 
grace,”’ 

In the township there are 23 miles of roads 
to maintain, the total rateable value being 
£20,676. Within the town rate of 10s. in 
the £ it is not practicable to allocate more 
than about £2,300 per annum to maintain 
these roads. To properly surface with tar 
macadam a road costs approximately 4s. per 
square yard, running to £2,464 per mile of 
road having an average width of 21 feet. 
The Council maintain that, with the money 
at their disposal, they have maintained the 
roads in 9s good condition as possible. Their 
ouly alternative would be to increase the 
rates, which, they feel, would press too 
heavily on the less prosperous ratepayers. 

THE CONTROL OF THE HARBOUR. 

(3.) “ Howth depends on the fishing, boat- 
ing, and on the visitors, and the Council did 
nothing in these matters.” 

How could they? The harbour is not 
under the control of the Council, but of the 
Board of Works. The Council have no con- 
trol over the arrangements of the fishing or 
boating. What is it suggested they could 
have done and have not ? | : 

(3.) ‘‘There were not sufficient seats for 
quarter of the visitors, and there were no 
shelters for visitors.’’ 

Within the township a large number of 
seats have been provided and maintained. The 
visitors are not ratepayers. To provide 
further accommodation for visitors would un- 
doubtedly be desirable, but Howth is a small 
township with a large area to maintain, and 
strict economy has to be observed. It was 
further stated that ‘‘ Howth Urban District 
Council had passed a vote of censure on Mrs. 
Guinness, because she bad stated that there 
was a misapplication of funds. The Local 
Government auditor raised this point, and 
vindicated Mrs. Guinness. ' 

This statement, which happens to be in- 
correct, no vote of censure having been 
passed, refers to the action of the Council in 
consolidating funds that were the proceeds of 
a loan, and their current account, in a single 
bank account. This action was taken to 
avoid paying interest on one account when a 
single one was in funds, and has since been 
the subject of an instruction of the Ministry 
of Local Government, who advised that 
(his procedure be generally adopted through. 
out the Free State. Far from being an un- 
economic procedure, the Howth Council an- 
ticipated the Local Government Ministry in a 
method of accountancy which saves loss of 
money to the township. 

We believe that, apart from mere abuse, we 
have answered all the definite charges that 
have been made against the Council. We 
are prepared, however, if any ratepayer, or 
body of ratepayers, will submit in writing 
any complaint they may have to call a 
special meeting of the Council, when we 
will answer their complaints in writing. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH.

OMNIBUS SERVICES IN 
WATERFORD. 


CORPORATION’S LICENSING 


POWERS QUESTIONED. 


At the last meeting of the Waterford Cor- 
uo an application was made by Mr. C. P. 

alsh for permission to ply with an omnibus 
for hire through the city streets. 

A letter was read from the Local Govern- 
ment Department stating that it hadscome 
under their notice that the Corporation had 
raned a licence to Mr Walsh to ply for 
ire outside the city bounds, and had refused 
a licence to ply within the borough boundaries. 
They desired to know on what statute or by- 
law the Corporation grounded such action. 

The Town Clerk replied that such permis- 
sion was refused by the Streets Committee, 
and the matter would come up for final sanc- 
tion by the Council. Meanwhile, he pointed 
out that the licence already issued to Mr. 
Walsh was merely one allowing him to take 
up a stand on the quay, as a point of arrival 
and departure for hts Waterford-Tramore ser- 


vice. 
The Local Government Department pointed 
out that as omnibuses were not hackney 
carriages within thegmeaning of the Towns 
Improvement Act, isk, there was nothing in 
any of the Corporation local Acts empower- 
ing them to licence omnibuses, and, under the 
circumstances, the Minister was of opinion 
that no licence was required by Mr. Walsh 
to ply for hire within the city boundaries. 
Mr. Jacob; in proposing that permission be 
granted, said that, while the Irish jaunting 
car might be a picturesque means of locomo- 
tion, it was not able to compete with the 
faster and cheaper means of transport re- 
quired by the times that they were living in.

INFORMATIONS REFUSED.

LOCAL APPOINTMENTS. | 
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MINISTRY’S WARNING TO 
WATERFORD COUNCIL. 


Because of their persistent delay in appoint- 
ing a borough surveyor, the Waterford Cor- 
poration have been threatened with proceed- 
ings for mandamus by the Local Government 
Department. Mr. David Sheedy, B.E., High- 
field avenue, Cork, was recommended by the 
Appointments Commissioners as borough 
surveyor in Waterford as far back as August 
last, and the city is still without a surveyor. 

In their letter to the Corporation, which 
was read at the meeting on Thursday night, 
the Local Government Departenes point out 
that in a previous letter written to them by 
the Corporation the Council state that the 
matter of an appointment to the vacant office 
was one of great urgency, and that in conse- 
quence of the vacancy matters of importance 
had to be deferred. The letter proceeds :—' 

“* A request having been made by the Cor- 
poration under the Local Authorities Act, the 
Appointments Commissioners invited applica- 
tions for the position in June, and in August 
notified the Corporation of the person recom- 
mended, Up to the present the Corporation 
had failed to fill the position.” 


A MATTER OF URGENCY. 

The letter continues:—‘‘ The Corporation 
are presumably aware that under Section 6 
(4) of the Act it is mandatory on them to 
appoint as borough surveyor the person re- 
commended by the Appointments Com- 
missioners. he matter is one of urgency. 
The Minister feels bound to inform the Cor- 
poration that unless they make the appoint- 
ment in accordance with the Act within a 
reasonable time,—say, fourteen days—we will 
be obliged to give instructions for proceedings 
by way of mandamus to compel the Corpora- 
tion to carry out their statutory duty in the 
matter. In the event of such proceedings 
being taken, the Minister will name as special 
defendants, with a view to the recovery of 
costs therefrom, those members of the |Cor- 
poration whose action rendered such pro- 
ceedings necessary.” 


SPECIAL MEETING TO BE CALLED. 

The Mayor (Alderman Wyley) said that no 
reply had yet been received from the Execu- 
tive Council to the Council’s resolution, ask- 
ing that the names and qualifications of other 
candidates be forwarded, Now a pistol has been 
pointed: at their heads, and they were given 
fourteen days to make up their minds or have 
a mandamus issned against them. Although 
he had previously pointed out that that 
would be the result of their action, he did 
not disassociate himself from that action, be- 
cause neither he nor the Council had any 
axe to grind. “He believed that they were 
entitled to maintain the rights and privileges 
of the Corporation in making appointments 
of that kind. As no useful purpose would he 
served by discussing the matter further, he 
suggested that it be deferred to a special 
meeting of the Council on that day week. 

The suggestion was adopted.

Unemployment: An Opportunity. 


an end, . President Cosgravé offered: a 
committee of inquiry into the whole sub- 
ject, and the Labour Party withdrew’ its 
motion of censure. The debate was a 
lamentable: waste of public time and of 
public money. During five days dozens of 


.| deputies,.in dreary succession, aired their 


theories. and grievances. Three facts, 
indeed, emerged from the debate, but every 
intelligent citizen has been familiar with 
them for many months. The first fact is 
that unemployment is widespread in the 
Free State. Whether the total number of 
unemployed persons be 90,000 or 50,000, 
the problem created by depressed condi- 
tions of trade and industry offers a serious 
challenge to national statesmanship. The 
second fact is that Mr. Cosgrave's Govern- 
ment has done its best to relieve the more 
urgent hardships of unemployment. In 
his speech on Thursday the Minister for 
Industry. and Commerce showed that the 
Government’s efforts have been limited, not 
by lack of seal, but by Jack of funds. The 
third fact is that neither of the rival 
parties, if it had been in office during the 
past year, would have excelled the Govern- 
ment’s record of achievement. Labour's 
criticisms were unhelpful and uninspired. 
Fianna Fdil’s contribution to the debate 
was one prolonged and consistent exposure 
of its own unfitness for office, The 
economics ‘that would attack unemploy- 
ment by the establishment of crushing 
tariffs and by the expulsion of foreign 
capital are the economics of “Alice in 
Wonderland.”’ 

Committees of ipquiry are accepted 
sometimes by contending parties as an ex- 
cuse for the shelving of difficult 
questions. If there is no such purpose 
now, and if all the parties desire sincerely 
to be useful in this matter, Mr. Cosgrave's 
proposed committee on unemployment may 
do good work. We gather that the Govern- 
ment is still uncertain whether the com- 
mittee ought to contain members of the 
Dáil or ought to be composed entirely of 
private citizens.. Mr. McGilligan seems to 
prefer the latter arrangement on” the 
ground “that, if deputies are members of 
the committee, they will be required, at 
another stage, to sit in judgment on their 
own findings ; and theré is a further argu- 
ment in favour of a wholly non-parliamen- 
tary committee. The five-day debate was 
barren not only because so many deputies 
‘knew nothing’ about the subject, but be- 
cause nearly all the speakers—including 
[some i Ministers—-were more anxious to 
score party, points.than to illuminate the 
problem of unemployment. It is; we think, 
almost am axiom that economics cannot be 
discussed much. profit in an 
atmosphere sof : politics.

Politics in France, 


The resignation of M..Franklin-Bouillon 
from: the French Radical Party marks a 
| definite branching. of the ways in French 
politics.” M. . Franklin-Bouillon, who 
gained international repute at the time of 
the Turkish crisis of 1922, is President of 
the Radical Federation of the Seine-et- 
Oise, and was elected by his party three 
years ago to the important post of Chair- 
man of the Foreign Rélations Committee 
of the Chamber. The Radical group in 
the French Parliament always has been 
fairly strong, and its decision to support 
the National Union when M. Poincaré 
was made Premier last year was a powerful! 
factor in the new Governmeht’s success. 
At a party congress last week M. Franklin- 
Bouillon proposed a motion to maintain 
connection with ‘the Union; but it was 
rejected by a decisive majority, and on 
Wednesday the Seine-et-Oise Federation 
approved of his decision to leave the party. 
The Federation, therefore, will act in 
future as an independent group, and, as 
it was one of the strongest branches of the 
Radical Party, its defection will have im- 
portant effects on the balance of power in 
the Chamber. M. Franklin-Bouillon for 
several months has been moving away 
from Radicalism. In an interview on 
Thursday he déclared that the Radical 
Party in France was merely an offshoot of 
the Second International, whose aims 
were completely contrary to his ideas. 


M:* Poincaré’s Government, which had 
saved France from financial disaster, 
‘had been willing to. remain in its ranks; 
but, now that it had decided to break away 
from the National Union, he no longer 
could retain his membership. The Second 
International, he said, was in favour of 
the immediate evacuation of the Rhine- 
land by ,the..Allied armies, and of the 
union between Germany 
Austria. The achievement of either of 
these objects not only would be ruinous for 
France, but, in his opinion, would make 
another: war with Germany inevitable 
within tén years. 
Political life 
that it_ accommodates 
sudden changes. One day’s ally 
the next day’s most bitter opponent, 
and M. Poincaré has been prepared for 
some time to lose the help of the Radical 
group. . No serious change, however, is 
likely to take place until after Christmas, 
when the campaign for the next elections 
will begin. The future of the French 
Government is very doubtful, although M. 
Poincare’s prestige is higher now than ever 
it has been. France has a passion for 
political experiment,.and, now that her 
finances have been stabilised by the 
organising genius and steadfast patriotism 
of the Premier, the politicians are casting 
around for a possible successor. The 
Poincaré Government has been the most 
successful Administration that France has 
known for many years, mainly because its 
leader. has insisted that first things shall 
come. first, and has given short shrift to 
those members of the Chamber who have 
sought to make party capital out of the 
national emergency. Next. year will be 
very eritical in Europe, as it probably will 
see a demand by Germany for a reyision of 
the Dawes scheme of. reparation payments. 
For that reason France will need a stronz 
Government that will be able to face the 
situation with confidence and calm. A 
period of political uncertainty such as that 
which accompanied the inflation orgy of 
last year would be exceedingly harmful to 
French interests, and all friends of France 
will hope that the secession of the Radicals 
may not involve a change in the national 
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Flowets. 


In the course of a lecture in Dublin last 
night Mr, J. W. Besant, Keeper of the 


| Botanic Gardens, gave some useful infor- 


mation about the possibilities af. bulb- 
growing in towns. Nearly all the 
popular bulbs—tulips, daffodils, crocuses, 
hyacinths and the like—thrive in the most 
unpromising surroundings, and their culti- 
requires little or no technical 
skill. The cult of flowers in town and 
city is neglected sadly in Ireland. In 
this respect our people follow the bad 
of their cross-Channel neigh- 
bours, who, while they take the greatest 
pride in their country. villages, seém to 
leave their towns.uncared. A wisit to the 
Continent shows~ the results that can be 
obtained in even the ugliest town by the 
expenditure of a little time and trouble. 
In Germahy, for’ instance, ‘almost every 
window has its, flower-hoxes, which in the 
season ‘are ablaze with ‘colour. Not only 
bulbs of all kinds, but vivid geraniums 
are grown in ‘large quantities,. with the 
result that the drabbest town acquires a 
touch of beauty and the humblest dwell- 
ing gives pleasure to the eye. _In Ireland 
we have many lovely gardens ; but, out- 
side Dublin, our towns are notoriously 
ugly. The cultivation ‘of the flower habit 
would transform their whole appearance, 
and the public parks and gardens of 
Dublin prove what can be done. It is 
high time that the people of this courtry 
should begin to interest themselves in the 
embellishment of their surroundings. 
‘Governments can do nothingéin such a 
matter ; only by the efforts of individuals 
can improvements be made. — Ireland has 
much of the finest rural scenery in 
Europe, but a pretty cottage is a rarity. 
The cost of flowers is almost, negligible ; 
yet our people continue to ignore the 
wonderful opportunities that even the 
poorest man presents.

The Irish Free 
State is responsible for 20 per cent., and 
its produce, too, commands an excellent 
figure... When one remembers that the 
export of Free State eggs during the first 
nine months of the present year yielded 
more than £2,500,000, one-gains some idea 
of the possibilities of this trade. At 
present the Free State supplies only one- 
fifth of the British demand for eggs, and 
there seems to be no good reason why 't 
should not double, or even quadruple, its 
quota.. By general consent Free State 
éggs are as good as those of any other 
country in the world. The Free State 
exporter has a considerable advantage over 
his ‘most serious competitor, the Dane, 
inasmuch as only sixty miles of sea lie 
between him and his customer. There 
always will be a demand in England for 
eggs from places like China, Egypt, 
Poland: and Russia, which can be pur- 
chased at bargain prices; but in the case 
of eggs of superior quality the Free State 
has an excellent chance. If the Free State 
exporters could capture even 40 per cent. 

of the British trade, they would add 
between £3,000,000 and £4,000,000 per 
annum to the national exports. Thus, 
rather than by experimental tariffs, can 
the adverse balance be reduced: all that 

is wanted is enterprise reinforced by 
proper organisation.

New Coins, 


The children of Great Britain and the 
Irish Free State soon will share a task 
in common; for both will have to learn 
the values and distinctions attached ty 
the new coinages. The British coinage 
promises. to show consilerable changes: 
for the sixpence, one of the most popular 
of coins, which has always borne clearly 
on its face its value, now will be mainly 
distinguished by six acorns, the word 

“sixpence ” being lost in the oak foliage. 
At the Treasury to-day’ it was given as a 
reason for the change that the old design 
was not good enough for the proper 
maintenance of our artistic reputation 
There is no question at all of the changes 
being made because of bad quality in the 
coinage, nor is it due to. an unusual 
number of counterfeit coins. The changes 
will come into operation on December Ist. 
but it is unlikely that any of the new 
coins will be in circulation until the new 
year. The present comage will not he 
withdrawn, but gradually will pass out of 
circulation.

UNEMPLOYMENT 


OFFER BY PRESIDENT 
ACCEPTED. — 


NO VOTE TAKEN. 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
HE tumult and shouting dies and the 
great unemployment debate, at the end 
of five days, is tucked away into a com- 
mittee. ‘‘ What sort of acommittee ?” asked 
Mr. de Valera yesterday afternoon, when 
Labour blessed President Cosgrave and 
withdrew its resolution úpon receiving the 
President’s assurance that a committee 
would be set up forthwith. 
“A committee of what?” 
leader of Fianna Fail. 
““Of people,” replied Mr. McGilligan, 
brutally. ; 
Questions hurtled across the Chamber 
like hailstones. President Cosgrave, at 
other times one of the clearest speakers in 
the House—and possibly the most effective 
—has a bad habit of pretending now and 
again that there is nobody there but him- 
self and the Speaker. It was virtually 
impossible: to hear what he was saying 
about the committee. 
Mr. McGilligan was loud enough, but 
not very informative. It was elicited from 
him that the committee would not neces- 
sarily include members of the Dail—in 
fact, he went so far as to say that he 
thought it desirable that it should not. 
The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
doubtless had visions of a deputy-con- 
trolled committee debating unemployment 
from now until the Greek Kalends. 


EVERYBODY HAPPY. 

Labour professed to be quite satisfied. 
Its spokesman said that a‘ committee would 
do much more good than an empty vote. 
Somewhat surprisingly Mr. de Valera also 
welcomed the committee. He could hardly 
be called enthusiastic, but said that his 
party were clad that an effort was going 
to be made to deal with this most pressing 
problem. 7 

At the same time one could not help 
thinking that the Fianna Fail Party felt 
that someone had stolen their thunder; 
for Mr. de Valera himself had sug- 
gested a commission of inquiry early in the 
debate, and some of his followers also had 
hinted at it. The Government had received 
the suggestion when put forward by the 
Opposition with marked coldness; indeed, 
they did not begin to thaw until the 
Labour leader had offered on Thursday 
evening to ‘‘swop’’ his motion for a com- 
mittee.
